The  Bazan  Family 


With  six  degrees  from  the  College  and  members  on 
faculty,  the  Bazans  are  among  the  Colleges  first  families  of 
education.  Professor  Henry  "Hank"  Bazan  is  a  man  whose 
passion  for  education  has  made  his  life's  work  and  his  home 
life  indelibly  intertwined.  The  distinctions  where  Hank's  job 
ended  and  his  family  life  began  have  long  ago  been  blurred 
during  his  thirty-five  years  spent  at  the  College's  School  of 
Business. 

The  founding  father  of  Golden  Bear  football,  patriarch  to 
the  Bazan  family,  and  beloved  professor  and  advisor  to  gen- 
erations of  fijll-  and  part-rinie  Western  New  England 
College  students,  Hank  has  many  families  of  which  he  can 
take  pride.  As  Hank  prepares  to  retire  from  his  years  of 
service  at  the  institution  this  May,  it  seems  hard  to  believe 
that  association  will  end.  Yet,  thanks  to  the  legacy  he  has 
established  among  his  own  family,  the  Bazan  bond  to  the 
College  is  safely  assured  in  the  twenty-first  cenmry. 

The  introduction  to  Western  New  England  College  for 
the  Bazan  children  came  not  in  a  classroom,  but  on  the  foot- 
ball field.  Each  ot  the  four  children  was  indoctrinated  into 
the  Golden  Bear  clan  in  different  ways:  Mary  kept  statistics; 
Anne  held  the  front-porch  flag  at  opening  ceremonies;  Stan 


was  the  water  boy;  and  Nancy,  the  youngest,  watched  her 
first  game  from  the  sidelines  at  just  three  weeks  old.  For 
mom,Josephine  "Jo"  Bazan  G'79,  the  relationship  was  forged 
when  Hank  approached  her  about  making  a  commitment  to 
higher  education,  not  just  as  a  career,  but  incorporating  it 
into  the  couple's  way  of  life.  Fortunately  for  their  marriage, 
Jo  shared  both  his  love  of  education  and  of  football.

"It's  ironic  that  Hank  is  the  only  one  of  us  who  didn't  attend 
Western  New  England  College  as  a  student,"  Jo  recalls, 
"especially  since  he  inspired  the  rest  of  the  family  to  do  so." 

Jo  was  the  first  of  the  Bazans  to  attend  the  College  by  pur- 
suing an  advanced  degree  here.  A  graduate  of  Simmons  Col- 
lege with  a  background  in  nursing,  public  health,  and  teach- 
ing, Jo  felt  the  M.B.A.  Program  offered  her  the  broadest 
options  for  her  future  career  path. 

Like  her  husband,  her  lifelong  love  of  learning  eventually 
resulted  in  a  higher  education  career;  she  has  been  a  faculty 
member  at  nearby  Holyoke  Community  College  for  nearly 
eighteen  years.

As  Jo  was  finishing  her  studies,  oldest 
daughter  Mary  Bazan  Vollaro  '83  was 
beginning  her  own  college  selection 
process.  Yet,  both  Hank  and  Jo  were  care- 
ful to  let  Mary  make  this  important 
choice  on  her  own.  "When  it  came  time 
for  the  children  to  choose  a  college,  we 
were  very  careful  not  to  say  'you  must  go 
here.'  It  had  to  be  what  they  wanted."

Each  Bazan  chiW  in  Ins  or  her  own 
time  found  Western  New  England  Col- 
lege to  be  the  right  choice  for  their  inter- 
ests and  career  goals. 

"As  parents,"  Hank  recalled,  "we 
attempted  to  provide  opportunities  to 
expand  our  children's  interest  in  their 
environment  and  to  support  their  indi- 
xddual  talents.  Learning  became  a  very 
normal  pattern  for  them  as  they  each 
pursued  their  goals." 


With  her  sights  set  on  a  career  in 
mechanical  engineering,  Mary  felt, 
"Western  New  England  College  was  a 
natural  choice.  It  offered  what  I  wanted." 
It  also  provided  opportunities  for  Mary  to 
become  involved  in  campus  activities 
such  as  peer  advising  and  swimming, 
while  retaining  her  old  job — doing  statis- 
tics tor  Dad's  beloved  Golden  Bears. 

After  graduation,  Mary  continued  her 
education  earning  a  master's  degree  in 
metallurgy^  from  Rensselaer  Polytechnic 
Institute  and  a  Ph.D.  in  material  science 
engineering  from  the  University  of  Con- 
necticut. She  has  worked  for  Pratt  & 
Whitney  and  as  an  engineer  on  M-1 
tanks.  She  feels  her  selection  of  Western 
New  England  College  for  her  under- 
graduate studies  gave  her  the  foundation 
to  achieve  her  career  path. 

"I  was  absolutely  well-prepared  at 
Western  New  England  College,"  she  said, 
"I  got  a  very  good  education  and  com- 
peted well  with  fi-iends  from  MIT  and 
Columbia." 

Now,  Mary's  educational  path  has 
taken  her  fiill  circle,  back  to  her  family's 
second  home — Western  New  England 
College.  Mary  joined  the  faculrv'  in  1997 
as  an  assistant  professor  teaching  material 
science  at  the  School  of  Engineering.

Anne  Bazan  Jany  '85,  the  second  daugh- 
ter in  the  Bazan  family  followed  her 
mother  and  sister  to  Western  New  Eng- 
land CoUege. 

"We  basically  grew^  up  with  the  school 
because  Daci  would  bring  us  along  with 
him,"  she  recalls  fondly.  Once  on  campus 
as  a  student,  she  learned  to  appreciate  the 
CoUege  from  her  own  experiences.  Like 
many  alunmi,  she  found  the  small  class 
size  and  access  to  facult)-  made  her  edu- 
cation more  personal  and  the  friendly 


campus  a  place  to  e.xpand  her  interests 
and  skills  through  athletics  and  activities. 

"I  knew  the  school  would  give  me  a 
good  education,  and  give  me  opportuni- 
ties to  go  anywhere  from  there,"  she  said. 
"I  wanted  to  go  to  MIT  for  graduate 
work.  Western  New  England  College 
gave  me  a  solici  founciation  and  built  my 
conficience  so  that  I  did  very  well  there." 

Anne  earned  her  master's  degree  from 
MIT  while  working  for  General  Electric. 
Then  her  career  led  her  far  from  her 
home  and  family.  A  decade  ago,  Anne 
married  and  moved  to  Toulouse,  France. 
Her  strong  educational  background 
opened  doors  tor  her  in  the  international 
arena  where  she  has  become  a  program 
manager  for  propulsion  systems  for  Airbus 
Industries. 

Her  father  believes  Anne's  abilit\'  to 
realize  success  internationally  is  due  to 
the  family  culture  of  education  as  a  step- 
ping stone  to  new  horizons.  He  says, 
"One  of  the  many  values  of  education  is 
the  flexibility  it  provides  and  the  depth  of 
maturit}'  to  take  advantage  of  opportuni- 
ties that  become  available  because  of  it."

Stanle\',  the  onh'  Bazan  son,  entered  West- 
ern New  England  College  when  Anne 
was  a  junior.  His  decision  to  attend  the 
College  W.1S  based  on  the  reputation  of  the 
business  program  and  the  environment  he 
had  learned  to  appreciate  as  a  child. 

"1  chose  Western  New  England  Col- 
lege because  it  offered  a  solid  business 
education,  the  individual  attention  that 
you  can  only  get  in  a  smaller  college 
environment,  and  the  opportunity  to 
develop  as  a  person,"  he  reflected. 

Stanley's  course  of  study  as  a  manage- 
ment major  brought  him  under  the  guid- 
ance of  his  father  at  the  School  of  Busi- 
ness. Stanley  said,  "Dad  was  my  academic 
advisor  and  helped  guide  me  through  the 
business  program.  I  got  a  great  academic 
foundation  in  business  and  was  involved 
in  varsitN'  football  and  Army  ROTC.The 
overall  experience  was  very  enjoyable." 

Like  his  parents,  Stanley's  hfe  after 
Western  New  England  CoUege  has  never 
strayed  far  from  the  familiar  world  of 
higher  education.  After  graduating  with  a 
B.A.  in  1987,  Stanley  earned  his  M.B.A. 
and  Ph.D.  in  business  administration  from 
the  University  of  Connecticut.  He  then 
turned  his  love  of  learning  into  a  career  in

teaching,  becoming  an  associate  professor 
of  management  at  Western  Connecticut 
University  in  1994. 

Stanley  believes  his  experience  at  his 
alma  mater  directly  affects  his  own  phi- 
losophy and  teaching  methods.  "My 
experience  as  a  student  at  Western  New 
England  College  has  definitely  influenced 
my  teaching  style,"  he  says,  citing  "the 
clarity,  indiviciual  attention  (given),  and 
challenges  set  forth  by  professors,"  as  a 
model  he  chooses  to  emulate. 

Nancy  Bazan  Fenton 

The  youngest  m  the  fimily,  Nancy  Bazan 
Fenton  never  knew  of  a  time  when  West- 
ern New  England  CoUege  was  not  an 
integral  part  of  family  life.  Yet  the  comfort 
and  familiarity  she  felt  with  the  College 
and  the  faculty  and  staff  were  not  the  only 
influences  on  her  selection  of  the  Col- 
lege. Nancys  interest  in  law  led  her  to 
pursue  both  her  undergraduate  and  juris 
doctor  degrees  from  the  institution. 

"As  I  entered  high  school,"  she 
recalled,  "I  started  thinking  about  my 
future  goals  and  what  I  wanted  in  a  Col- 
lege. I  wanted  a  campus  small  enough  so 
I  would  be  able  to  interact  with  faculty 
and  get  involved  in  sports  and  extracur- 
ricular activities.  Western  New  England 
College  was  a  logical  choice  and  it  proved 
to  be  a  great  one,"  she  said. 

Nancy  followed  her  brother  Stanley  to 
the  School  of  Business  where  she  majored 
in  finance  and  minored  in  economics. 
"The  faculty  was  tremendous."  She 
recalls,  "They  were  always  available  to 


help  and  they  encouraged  students  to 
participate  in  campus  life." 

After  receiving  her  degree  in  1992, 
Nancy  enrolled  immediately  at  the  West- 
ern New  England  CoUege  School  of 
Law.  "I  have  the  family  record  for  the 
longest  amount  of  time  spent  as  a  student 
at  Western  New  England  College — seven 
years  straight!"  she  said. 

She  received  her  juris  doctor  degree  in 
1995  and  is  currently  a  practicing  attor- 
ney for  the  Social  Security  Administra- 
tion in  the  Office  of  Hearings  and 
Appeals  in  Springfield  where  she  deals 
with  disability  law  and  unemployment. 
Yet,  her  ties  to  the  institution  have 
brought  her  back  to  the  College  again. 
Since  1997,  she  has  been  an  adjunct 
professor  teaching  undergraduate  legal 
studies  classes. 

Each  member  of  the  Bazan  family 
came  to  the  College  with  unique  goals 
and  talents.  Through  the  diversity  of  pro- 
grams offered,  each  was  able  to  find  the 
educational  e.xperience  they  desired  and 
build  a  foundation  for  future  success.  Says 
Jo,  "I  know  my  four  children  got  a  very 
sound  foundation  at  Western  New  Eng- 
land College.  They  all  held  their  own  at 
prestigious  grad  schools."  As  Hank  Bazan 
retires  this  spring,  the  Western  New  Eng- 
land College  fcimily  will  continue  to  ben- 
efit from  the  legacy  his  love  of  education 
will  leave  behind.

Elias  Deeb,  of  East  Greenwich,  RI,  a 
1969  engineering/management  graduate, 
transferred  to  Western  New  England  Col- 
lege from  the  University'  of  Rhode  Island 
after  two  years  in  engineering."!  excelled 
in  technical  subjects,  but  realized  that  the 
engineering  curriculum  did  not  sarisfy 
my  long-term  academic  and  career  objec- 
tives," he  said.  "At  the  conclusion  of  my 
first  interview  with  Western  New  Eng- 
land College,  I  knew  it  was  the  learning 
institution  that  would  meet  (those) 
objectives." 

Today  he  sees  his  decision  to  join  the 
Western  New  England  College  commu- 
nity as  a  "most  critical  and  rewarding  one. 
It  shaped  my  academic  experience  and 
enabled  me  to  pursue  my  career  path  with 
confidence  and  determination  to  succeed," 
he  said.  "I  expected  a  great  deal  from  West- 
ern New  England  College  and  I  am  happy 
and  proud  to  say  it  provided  me  with  val- 
ues far  exceeding  my  expectations." 

Academically,  Elias  said,  the  customized 
curriculum  enabled  him  to  combine  his 
technical  skills  and  his  interest  in  manage- 
ment. "Classes  were  small  and  offered  a 
productive  educational  dialogue  between 
students  and  professors — beyond  the  sub- 
ject matter.  The  faculty  and  staff  pro\'ided 
me  with  the  individual  advice  and  assis- 
tance I  needed.  The  faculty  was  motivat- 
ed to  provide  an  education  that  would 
justif)'  each  smcient "s  invesmient,"  he  said. 
"They  wanted  to  equip  their  students 
with  knowledge  and  confidence  to  enable 
them  to  enter  the  workforce  and  face 
challenges  in  their  careers." 

Student  life  for  Deeb  provided  addi- 
tional rewards.  "I  had  some  great  ex-peri- 
ences,"  Elias  recalls,  "ranging  from  playing 
soccer  to  participating  in  student  rallies 
and  Homecoming  acrivities.  There  were 
excellent  opportunities  for  all  students  to 
become  involved  and  share  their  culmre 
and  talents  with  others.  The  school  also 
provided  a  strong  link  to  the  community 
and  facilitated  many  community  services 
provided  by  students." 

As  he  grew  academically.  EHas  recalls, 
he  also  was  growing  in  terms  of  life  expe- 
rience. "My  experience  at  Western  New 
England  College  was  very  fulfilling, 
rewarding,  and  challenging."

applied  to  many  colleges  as  a  high  school 
senior,  including  her  mothers  ahiia  mater. 
Her  mother  suggested  applying  to  West- 
ern New  England  College,  dad's  alma 
mater,  as  well,  and  she  did  so — for  the 
sake  of  family  relarions. 

"I  was  not  expecting  that  I  would 
attend  his  school.  I  wanted  my  own 
school  with  my  own  experiences  separate 
from  my  parents,"  she  said. 

She  decided  to  attend  an  open  house  at 
Western  New  England  College,  where 
the  atmosphere  and  environment  con- 
vinced her  it  was  the  place  to  pursue  her 
education.  "It  was  the  most  beauriful 
school  that  I  had  seen  thus  far  in  my 
search  for  the  perfect  school.  This  was  it, 
I  thought,"  Christine  recalled. 

Christine  Deeb  did  make  Western 
New  England  College  her  own  school, 
through  her  own  experiences.  "I  learned 
how  to  learn  and  how  to  enjoy  life,"  she 
said.  "I  would  not  change  my  experiences 
if  you  paid  me." 

For  her,  one  of  the  most  beneficial 
components  of  her  educarion  was  the 
guidance  of  her  academic  ad\asor.  She 
took  advantage  of  that  advice,  and  of  sup- 
port services  Uke  the  College's  Wriring 
Center.  Her  time  at  Western  New  Eng- 
land College  led  her  to  pursue  graduate 
work  and  to  become  a  college  adminis- 
trator at  Bryant  College. 

"I  had  opportunities  to  experience 
what  it  would  be  like  to  be  in  the  business 
world  and  was  able  to  challenge  myself 


through  the  clubs  and  organizations  I 
joined,"  she  said.  "Western  New  England 
College  pushed  me  to  excel  beyond  my 
limits.  I  learned  a  lot  about  many  subjects, 
but  especially  I  learned  about  myself. 
Western  New  England  College  helped 
mold  me  into  what  I  have  now  become." 

The  Ferguson  Family 

Growing  up  in  the  Bahamas,  the  five 
children  in  the  Ferguson  family  were 
urged  by  their  parents  to  pursue  then- 
educations.  Their  father,  a  teacher,  and 
mother,  a  registered  nurse,  "sacrificed  for 
us  to  get  the  best  educarion  we  could. 
They  are  pretty  pleased  by  how  it  turned 
out,"  said  second  daughter  Chandrice 
Ferguson  '88.  Chandrice  and  two  of  her 
sisters  chose  to  attend  Western  New  Eng- 
land College — quite  a  distance  from  their 
Caribbean  home,  but  a  solid  stepping 
stone  to  their  successfiil  careers. 

Helene  Ferguson  '87  was  the  first  of 
the  sisters  to  choose  Western  New  Eng- 
land College,  having  learned  about  it 
from  an  aunt  who  worked  in  education  in 
the  United  States.  "My  aunt  knew  some 
professors  at  Western  New  England  Col- 
lege and  she  recommended  it,"  said 
Helene.  "I  was  attracted  to  the  institution 
because  of  its  good  curriculum  in  human 
resources." 

Helene  said  her  adjustment  to  the  Col- 
lege was  eased  by  "friendly  students  and 
helpfial  faculty."

"My  faculty  advisor,  Dr.  Peter  Hess,  took  a  very  active  role  in  help- 
ing me,"  she  said. 

Helene,  who  credits  her  Western  New  England  College  education 
with  preparing  her  for  her  career  in  human  resources  in  the  govern- 
ment telecommunications  company  in  the  Bahamas,  said  her  sisters' 
visits  to  the  College  convinced  them  to  choose  Western  New  England 
College. 

Chandrice  said  that  she  had  received  an  associates  degree  in  busi- 
ness accounting  from  the  College  of  the  Bahamas  before  moving  to 
Springfield  and  starting  classes  at  Western  New  England  College.

"The  main  change  was  the  climate,"  she  said.  But  there  also  was  a 
faster  pace  than  she  was  accustomed  to  at  home.  "In  the  Bahamas  we 
didn't  use  a  lot  of  computer  technology,  so  it  was  a  challenge  for  me." 

At  Western  New  England  College,  she  continued  to  study  account- 
ing, played  field  hockey,  and  traveled  with  other  international  students. 

She  recalls  that  she  and  her  sister,  Helene,  who  had  started  at  West- 
ern New  England  College  a  year  earlier,  had  just  one  class  together.  "It 
was  good — I  had  a  connection  to  home.  Weekends  we  saw  each 
other,"  she  said,  noting  that  she  Lived  in  a  residence  hall  and  Helene 
lived  in  apartment  housing. 

She  remembers  they  went  home  for  Christmas  and  summers,  but 
stayed  at  school  for  spring  break.  Over  Thanksgiving,  she  traveled  to 
locations  such  as  Adantic  City  or  Washington,  D.C.  with  other  inter- 
national students. 

Among  the  benefits  of  attending  Western  New  England  College, 
she  cited  the  small  classes  and  the  interaction  with  instructors."!  know 
some  people  who've  gone  to  large  schools  and  didn't  get  the  person- 
al attenrion  I  got  at  Western  New  England  College." 

Chandrice  moved  back  to  the  Bahamas  after  graduating.  Her  career 
has  included  a  series  of  excellent  positions  in  her  field  in  this  country 
and  at  home.  As  she  smdied  for  her  CPA  exam  she  found  that  the 
material  had  been  covered  in  her  undergraduate  classes. 

Helene  and  Chandrice  had  left  Western  New  England  CoUege 
before  younger  sister  Shannon  made  her  decision  to  attend.  "After 
hearing  from  my  sisters  what  a  great  college  Western  New  England 
CoUege  was,  I  decided  to  go  there,  too."  Shannon  said. 

Shannon  especially  liked  the  College's  natural  setting.  She  remem- 
bers the  day  she  saw  snow  for  the  first  time.  "It  was  amazing,"  she  said. 
She  also  loved  the  changing  of  the  leaves.  But  the  beauty  of  her  sur- 
roundings was  not  all  she  liked  during  her  two  years  studying  business 
management  at  Western  New  England  College. 

"I  enjoyed  my  classes  and  nieedng  different  students.  I  met  a  lot  of 
nice  friends  who  made  me  feel  right  at  home,"  she  said.  She  was  a 
member  of  the  International  Student  Association,  a  peer  advisor,  stu- 
dent teaching  assistant,  and  a  management  associate.  "These  activities 
allowed  me  to  interact  with  other  people,"  she  said  and  contributed  to 
her  winning  the  school's  Skookum  Award  for  excellence. 

"I  got  a  very  good  education  and  graduated  cum  laude  in  '92," 
Shannon  said.  She  now  works  for  Bank  of  Boston  Trust  Co.  in  the 
Bahamas  as  assistant  financial  controller.  "My  education  certainly  pre- 
pared me  well  for  my  career,"  she  stated.

Last  September,  140  Western  New 
England  College  sophomores 
began  living  in  the  LaRiviere  Cen- 
ter, the  Colleges  new  imiovative 
living  and  learning  center,  located 
adjacent  to  the  football  field.  The  center 
was  dedicated  last  August  and  named  after 
one  of  the  Colleges  longest  serving 
trustees,  Alfi-ed  LaRiviere  '51/H'95  and 
his  wife,  Marian,  to  recognize  their  "moral 
and  financial  support  of  the  College  over 
the  years,"  said  DaNid  Kruger.  vice  presi- 
dent for  financial  affairs.  Alfi"ed  has  been  a 
trustee  of  the  College  for  40  years. 

The  three-level  LaRiviere  Center 
houses  Internet-accessible  residence  hall 
suites  where  groups  of  six  students  share 
three  bedrooms,  two  bathrooms,  and 
kitchen  and  living  room  areas.  Students  are 
clustered  by  academic  major.  The  facility 
also  features  student  lounges,  multimedia 
classrooms,  conference  rooms,  and  a  lab 
with  30  computers. 

The  Centers  "concept  of  living  and 
learning  personifies  what  Western  New 
England  College  is  all  about,"  said  Thomas 
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Burton  '7(1,  chairman  of  the  Colleges 
Board  of  Trustees. 

Sophomore  management  major  and 
LaRiviere  Center  resident  Jennifer 
Bonomo  says,  "I  was  so  excited  when  I 
found  out  I'd  be  living  in  the  new  Center. 
It's  been  wonderfiJ. There  is  a  lot  of  room.

Senior  Micheal  Stratton  has  received  the  Western  New  Eng- 
land College  Alumni  Association's  highest  student  honor — 
the  Grand  Skookum  Award — for  demonstrating  a  commit- 
ment to  excellence  in  all  his  endeavors.  Skookum  is  the  Native 
American  Chinook  Indian  word  meaning  "excellence."  Stratton, 
who  will  graduate  in  May  with  a  bachelor's  degree  integrating  stud- 
ies in  government  and  management,  insists  on  sharing  the  honor 
with  the  school's  faculty. 

"All  of  what  I've  accomplished  couldn't  have  happened  without 
the  staff  here — they  are  terrific,"  he  said.  Stratton  said  he  was  hon- 
ored to  represent  the  culmre  at  the  College — a  culture,  he  said,  that 
prizes  faculty-student  interaction.  "You  get  so  much  more  here."  he 
said.  "Because  it's  a  small  institution,  you  get  much  more  support  and 
attention  fironi  the  faculty." 

Stratton  said  the  extra  attention  he  received  helped  him  overcome 
his  introverted  nature  and  get  involved  in  campus  activities.  "I 
became  a  resident  advisor  when  I  was  a  sophomore,  and  got  involved 
more  and  more."

HALL  OF  FAME  NOMINATIONS 


The  1999  Hall  of  Fame  Inductees 
were: 

Arthur  William  "Red"  Downes 
G'83 — A  member  of  the  Western  New 
England  College  coaching  staff  and  fac- 
ulty for  31  years,  he  coached  baseball, 
basketball,  golf,  and  soccer.  He  amassed 
100  victories  as  a  basketball  coach  and 
190  as  men's  soccer  coach,  but  he  may 
best  be  remembered  for  his  love  for  the 
sport  of  golf  He  resurrected  the  varsity- 
program  at  Western  New  England  Col- 
lege in  the  1980s  and  quickly  built  it 
into  one  of  the  strongest  Division  111 
programs  in  New  England. 


George  Jerman,  '73,  Men's  Bas- 
ketball— He  is  the  College's  all-time 
leading  scorer  with  2,059  points,  aver- 
aging nearly  24  points  per  game  during 
his  four-year  career.  He  hit  an  impres- 
sive 57  percent  of  his  field  goal 
attempts,  made  more  than  200  addi- 
tional field  goals  than  anyone  in  school 
history,  and  he  helped  the  Golden 
Bears  win  two  New  England  NAIA 
Championships. 

Rodney  Smith,  '89,  Wrestling— 
A  former  two-time  All-American  and 
three-time  New  England  Champion, 
Rodney  made  an  international  splash 
when  he  won  a  bronze  medal  in 
Greco-Roman  wrestling  at  the 
Barcelona  Olympics.  He  also  compet- 
ed in  the  Summer  Games  in  Atlanta  in 
1996.  and  plans  to  earn  a  spot  on  the 
U.S.  Greco-Roman  squad  at  the  2000 
Olympics  in  Australia. 

Mark  Staropoli,  '76,  Men's  Soc- 
cer— During  his  four-year  career, 
Staropoli  scored  an  impressive  52  goals 
and  added  22  assists.  He  helped  the 
Golden  Bears  to  a  15-4-2  mark  in 
1975  when  the  team  won  the  NAIA 
New  England  Championship,  and  fin- 
ished fourth  in  the  NAIA  Nationals. 
During  his  career,  the  men's  soccer 
team  had  a  40-16-7  record  (.690).

Western  New 
England  College 
Football  Turns  30 

The  1999  season  marked  the  3()th 
anniversary  of  Western  New  England 
College  football.  The  roots  of  the  team 
stretch  back  to  1970  when  a  group  of 
students,  led  by  Rick  Leeds,  Ray 
Mealia,  and  Gary  Orr,  all  of  the  Class 
of  1971,  put  the  wheels  in  motion.  For 
nearly  a  year  they  met  with  President 
Beaumont  Herman,  Dean  of  Students 


Andrew  Mulcahy,  and  Athletic  Direc- 
tor Eric  Geldart  about  forming  a  club 
football  team.  It  was  during  that  time 
that  School  of  Business  professor 
Henry  Bazan  was  asked  to  be  the  club's 
advisor,  a  role  which  later  added  the 
title  of  "coach." 

After  spending  many  hours  prepar- 
ing the  proposal  and  potential  budget, 
the  club's  charter  was  approved  by  the 
administration.  That  first  season,  the 
Golden  Bears  opened  under  the  lights 
at  Dillon  Stadium  in  Hartford,  where 
they  lost  a  17-0  decision  to  the  Uni- 
versity of  Hartford. 

"We  were  a  little  nervous  for  that 
first  game,"  recalls  Bazan.  "Hartford  had 
won  the  week  before  69-0 
and  we  weren't  sure  what 
we  were  in  for." 

Western  New  England 
College  played  Hartford 
tough,  trailing  just  3-0  at 
the  half.  The  first  victory 
came  a  week  later,  a  14-7 
win  over  Stonehill  Col-  ^ 
lege.  The  team  played  to  a 
3-2  record  and  the  climb 
to  varsity  status  began. 

Over  the  years,  the 
team  sponsored  a  number 


of  fund-raising  activities  to  supplement 
their  budget  from  the  Student  Senate. 
The  team  and  Bazan  also  led  the  cam- 
paign to  construct  the  football  field, 
grandstancis,  and  press  box  on  cam- 
pus— facilities  that  are  still  in  use  today. 

Bazan  stayed  at  the  helm  of  the  team 
until  the  end  of  the  1979  season. 
Through  those  years  he  guided  the 
team  to  38  wins.  Along  the  way,  the 
Golden  Bears  produced  si.x  winning 
seasons  and  a  national  ranking  in  1974. 
That  season,  Bazan  was  named  Coach 
of  the  Year  by  the  National  Club  Sports 
Association. 

In  1980,  Mark  Federici  took  over 
the  reins,  and  led  the  team  to  a  6-3 
record  in  its  final  season  as  a  club.  In 
1981,  the  Golden  Bears  joined  the 
New  England  Football  Conference, 
and  varsity  competition  was  born.  That 
year  saw  Western  New  England  post  its 
only  winning  varsity  season  until  Mike 
Krawiec  guided  the  club  to  a  5-3  mark 
in  1989.  Last  year  Coach  Gerry  Mar- 
tin led  the  team  to  its  first-ever  con- 
secutive winning  campaigns. 

What  began  as  a  dream  in  the  minds 
of  a  tew  students  has  become  a  solid 
reality.  The  club's  founders  established 
a  tradition,  not  only  for  those  who  play 
the  game,  but  the  entire  student  body. 
Football  has  become  a  centerpiece  for 
Homecoming  Weekend  and  Family 
Day,  and  every  Saturday  that  there  is  a 
home  game  on  campus  you  can  be  certain 
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there  will  be  a  big  crowd  there  to 
watch.  Every  year  the  current  group  ot 
student  athletes  adds  one  more  layer  to 
the  foundation  laid  by  Coach  Bazan 
and  the  dedicated  players  from  1^70. 

A  new  scoreboard  was  put  in  place 
prior  to  the  start  of  this  season,  and 
there  are  plans  to  improve  the  football 
facilities  in  future  years.  To  commemo- 
rate the  3()th  anniversary,  a  flag  designed 
for  the  club  program  in  1970  was  flown 
at  every  home  game  this  season  and  will 
continue  to  be  flown  every  year  during 
Homecoming  Weekend.

As  the  beginning  of  the  fall  semester 
was  approaching,  we  continued  to  pre- 
pare for  the  largest  incoming  class  in 
recent  memory.  Of  the  735  new  stu- 
dents enrolled  in  the  fall,  almost  400 
were  joining  us  m  the  School  of  Arts 


and  Sciences.  Those  400  students  repre- 
sented an  increase  of  20%  over  the  previous  year.  It  appears 
that  this  trend  may  continue.  The  first  Open  House  just  took 
place  and  attracted  a  record  number  of  students  and  parents 
interested  in  finding  out  more  about  Western  New  England 
College. 

The  success  of  our  graduates  in  obtaining  good  jobs  and 
admission  to  graduate  schools  has  aided  our  growth.  In  addi- 
tion, the  strength  and  breadth  of  our  programs  continue  to  be 
attractive  and  relevant  to  todays  students.  Recently  devel- 
oped interdisciplinary  programs  in  American  Studies,  Envi- 
ronmental Science,  and  International  Studies  are  beginning  to 
grow.  The  Elementary  Education  program  is  only  two  years 
old,  but  now  has  appro.ximately  60  students. 

Several  new  taculr\'  members  are  with  us  this  year.  Jay  Jack- 
son (B.S.,  M.S..  Ph.D.,  Florida  State  Universitv')  is  teaching 
computer  science.  David  Mazur  (B.S..  University  ot 
Delaware;  M.S.,  Ph.D.,  Johns  Hopkins  University)  joins  the 
Mathematics  Department.  Deb  Patterson  (B.A.,  SUNY  Pur- 
chase; M.Ed.,  Keene  State  University;  Ph.D.,  University'  of 
Massachusetts)  has  been  added  to  the  Education  Department, 
our  newest  department.  Finally,  Carolyn  West  (B.A.,  College 
of  St.  Rose;  M.A.,  American  International  College;  Ph.D., 
Northeastern  University)  will  be  teaching  psychology. 

The  new  Arts  requirement  will  require  that  our  course 
offerings  in  that  area  expand.  We  will  begin  to  see  that  in  the 
spring  semester.  The  Education  Department  is  now  prepar- 
ing a  graduate  program  in  education.  It  will  be  the  first  grad- 
uate program  in  the  School  of  Arts  and  Sciences.  Other  pro- 
grams that  are  receiving  more  interest  and  support  are  the 
Study  Abroad  Program  and  the  "3+3"  Law  Program.  The  first 
of  these  is  a  natural  response  to  increased  student  interest  in 
travel  and  international  studies. The  "3+3"  program  will  allow 
qualif\ing  students  to  earn  their  undergraduate  degree  and 
law  degree  at  Western  New  England  College  in  six  years, 
instead  of  the  usual  seven.  We  are  hopeful  that  more  students 
will  take  advantage  of  the  "3+3"  Law  Program.

The  engineering  alumni  gathering  at  Homecoming  Octo- 
ber 2  was  eventful.  Dr.  Steve  Schreiner  (B.S.E.E.  '86)  assistant 
professor  of  biomedical  engineering  and  coordinator  of  the 
B.M.E.  program,  announced  the  James  V.  Masi  Biomedical 
Engineering  Award.  This  award  will  be  presented  to  a  senior 
biomedical  engineering  student  who  has  demonstrated  not 
only  a  mastery  of  biomedical  engineering  by  achieving  high 
academic  standards,  but  also  an  appreciation  of  the  societal  role 
of  the  engineer  beyond  their  professional  duties.  Also  at 
Homecoming  the  School  of  Engineering  Discretionary 
Endowment  Fund  was  estabhshed.  (See  photo  on  page  31)  The 
fund  will  be  used  for  School  of  Engineering  initiatives  such  as 
scholarships,  laboratory  equipment,  and  faculty  development. 

At  the  end  of  October,  we  were  visited  by  a  team  of  pro- 
gram evaluators  from  the  Accreditation  Board  for  Engineer- 
ing and  Technology  (ABET).  This  visit  was  part  of  the 
process  for  re-accrediting  our  programs.  The  process  began 
during  the  fall  of  1998  with  the  collection  of  student  mate- 
rials in  all  engineering  courses  and  common  core  elective 
courses.  These  materials  along  with  course  syllabi,  text- 
books, and  student  transcripts  were  provided  to  the  visiting 
team  for  review.  In  addition  to  these  materials  we  prepared 
a  self-study  of  each  program.  These  volumes  included  the 
details  of  everything  from  enrollment  data  to  lab  equipment 
expenditures,  from  faculty  teaching  loads  to  student  place- 
ment information,  and  from  faculty  resumes  to  the  square 
footage  of  each  laboratory.  We  also  provided  the  results  of  the 
recent  surveys  completed  by  graduating  seniors  and  alumni. 
The  next  step  in  the  process  will  consist  of  a  draft  report  from 
the  team  highlighting  program  strengths  and  any  areas  of  con- 
cern. In  turn  we  will  provide  them  with  documentation  of 
what  we  have  done  to  address  their  concerns.  The  final  deci- 
sion is  due  from  ABET  during  the  late  summer  2000,  almost 
two  years  after  we  began  collecting  student  work.  Continued 
ABET  accreditation  is  one  of  our  goals  in  providing  a  high 
quality  engineering  education  for  our  students.

When  it  comes  to  learning,  faculty 
responsibilities  are  not  confined  to 
classroom  activities.  In  fact,  two  pro- 
grams at  the  School  ot  Law  are 
designed  specifically  for  faculty'  enrich- 
ment -  the  Clason  Speaker  Series  and 
Faculty  Forums. 
A  bequest  from  the  Honorable  Charles  Clason  was  used  to 
establish  in  1988  a  series  of  presentations  to  the  faculty  by 
scholars  from  other  institutions.  Since  then  over  50  educa- 
tors have  been  Clason  speakers.  The  faculty  receives  a  paper 
to  read  in  advance.  Thereafter  the  presenter,  either  during 
lunchtime  or  in  the  late  afternoon,  discusses  and  defends  the 
research  with  members  of  the  law  faculty.  Increasingly,  Cla- 
son speakers  also  acidress  the  students  during  their  visit  to  the 
Law  School. 

Such  was  the  case  when  Cynthia  Fuchs  Epstein,  a  nation- 
ally known  expert  in  the  sociology  of  sex  difl^erences  and 
women  and  the  law,  presented  a  paper  in  September.  After  a 
spirited  discussion  with  the  faculty,  she  spoke  to  the  students 
on  the  "Glass  Ceiling  and  Women  in  the  Law."  Three  more 
Clason  lecturers  are  planned  for  this  academic  year. 

Faculty  Forums  are  similar  to  the  Clason  Speaker  Series, 
except  that  one  faculty  member  presents  scholarly  research  to 
his  or  her  colleagues.  Typically,  these  are  works  in  progress. 
The  paper  is  circulated  in  advance  and  then  discussed  during 
a  two-hour  afternoon  session.  It  is  a  wonderful  opportunity 
for  our  faculty  to  learn  about  and  react  to  the  scholarship  of 
others.  In  September,  Professor  Leora  Harpaz  discussed 
"Internet  Speech  and  the  First  Amendments  Rights  of  Pub- 
lic School  Students"  during  the  first  Faculty  Forum  of  the 
academic  year. 

Also  in  September,  eight  members  of  our  faculty  spent 
their  Saturday  morning  participating  in  the  Law  School's 
annual  Supreme  Court  Review.  The  speakers  and  panelists 
assessed  the  most  significant  cases  from  the  previous  term. 
Law  students,  pre-law  students,  and  members  of  the  legal 
community  attended  the  program. 

Programs  such  as  these  are  an  integral  part  of  the  Law 
School's  efforts  to  keep  one  another  up-to-date  on  legal 
developments.

Access  to  the  website  is  granted  via  a  password  obtained  from  the  Office  of  Alumni  Relations.  If  alumni  choose  to  add  their  profiles  to  the  module, 
they  can  create  their  own  unique  ID  and  password.  With  this  unique  ID  and  password,  they  can  return  at  a  later  date  and  modify  their  profiles. 

Alumni  select  from  a  list  of  career-related  areas  where  they  can  help  both  Western  New  England  College  students  and  alumni.  These  include:con- 
ducting  an  information  interview,  shadowing,  mentoring,  critiquing  resumes  and  cover  letters,  speaking  at  club  meetings  and  programs,  conducting 
mock  interviews,  e-mail  networking,  sponsoring  a  co-op  or  internship,  hosting,  and  speaking  with  other  alumni  who  may  be  seeking  new  job  oppor- 
tunities. Alumni  choose  to  be  contacted  at  work  or  home,  by  e-mail  or  phone.

Playing  the  Right 
Moves 


n  a  game  of  chess,  a  move  made 
early  on  is  often  the  key  to  the 
ultimate  goal  of  victory.  No  one 
knows   this   better   than  Cam 
Catarino  of  East  Longmeadow,  a  mar- 
keting major  in  the  College's  Continu- 
ing Education  program. 

Cam  is  a  long-time  chess  enthusiast 
who  was  honored  as  the  Western  Mass. 
1996  Chess  Sportsman  of  the  Year.  He 
is  a  nationally  rated  Class  A  player  (just 
two  steps  from  a  master  title),  and  is  the 
region's  most  respected  tournament 
director. 

Cam  made  a  strategic  move  years 
ago  when  he  chose  to  attend  Western 
New  England  College  as  an  under- 
graduate student  in  1985  after  obtain- 
ing an  associate's  degree  in  accounting. 
As  his  professional  and  family  responsi- 
bilities grew,  he  left  school  in  1987. 

However,  where  chess  is  a  game  of 
skill  with  no  luck  involved,  life  itself 
can  be  quite  different,  and  it  was  a 
chance  meeting  with  President  Anthony 
Caprio  that  got  Cam  thinking  about 
finishing  his  degree  requirements. 

"I  sat  next  to  Dr.  Caprio  at  the  Pyn- 
chon  Awards  Dinner  in  the  fall  of 
1997,"  Cam  explains.  "I  mentioned  to 
him  that  I  had  begun  my  bachelor 
degree  studies  at  Western  New  Eng- 
land College  some  years  ago,  but  had  to 
stop.  He  encouraged  me  to  look  into 
returning,  saying  that  it  was  never  too 
late  to  obtain  a  degree  and  he  gave  me 
his  card.  I  was  impressed  that  he  took 
such  a  personal  interest  in  me." 

Now  Cam  is  working  toward  a  vic- 
tory of  another  sort.  "I  took  his  advice 
to  examine  the  College  once  again  and 
decided  to  enroll  in  the  spring  semes-

ter  of  1998,"  he  said.  Cam  laughs  as  he 
uses  a  chess  term  for  a  temporarily 
halted  game  in  progress.  "I  guess  you 
could  say  my  'adjournment'  is  over." 

Cam  is  currently  the  product  devel- 
opment manager  at  Danaher  Tool 
Group  in  Springfield.  The  local  plant 
manufactures  ratchet  wrenches  for  a 
variety  of  retailers,  most  notably  the 
Craftsman  line  for  Sears.  Cam's  job  is 
to  "be  the  gatekeeper"  as  he  puts  it,  for 
the  company's  clients.  "We  have  to 
make  certain  that  any  new  design  or 
any  change  in  design  will  meet  the  cus- 
tomer's specifications,"  he  explains. 
"Their  most  important  'product'  is 
their  name,  and  we  must  be  sure  that 
our  work  and  any  work  we  subcontract 
out  meets  their  high  quality  standards. 
We  also  have  to  make  certain  new 
designs  are  feasible  to  make." 

When  he  returned  to  school.  Cam 
had  a  decision  to  make  and  it  was  a 
pleasant  one.  "My  job  entails  a  certain 
degree  of  engineering.  Western  New 
England  College  was  the  perfect 
choice  since  1  could  go  into  either

engineering  or  management.  I  wasn't 
certain  which  direction  to  take,  so  I 
asked  my  supervisor  at  Danaher.  He 
told  me, 'I  need  you  to  be  able  to  man- 
age the  people  you  supervise.'  So  I'm  a 
marketing  major.  Danaher  has  been 
very  helpful  in  this.  They  pay  for  my 
education,  and  1  know  of  other  Dana- 
her employees  they  are  supporting  at 
Western  New  England  College." 

Although  he  has  taken  only  a  few 
courses  so  far,  Cam  has  found  that  his 
classes  have  already  been  useful  to  him 
in  his  work.  "I've  been  especially  able 
to  use  what  I've  learned  in  my  math 
class,"  he  said.  "For  instance,  we  need 
to  know  such  things  as  the  wear  rate 
for  certain  parts.  In  class,  I  learned  the 
statistical  method  to  determine  this  and 
was  able  to  put  it  to  use  in  the  factory." 

Cam's  meeting  with  Dr.  Caprio  also 
had  another,  unexpected  benefit.  Dana- 
her Tool  Group  has  hired  an  intern  from 
the  College's  School  of  Engineering, 
Oleg  Ivanov,  a  junior  mechanical  engi- 
neering major.  Cam  made  the  decision 
about  whom  to  select. 
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"Danaher  has  wanted  to  get  into  an 
internship  program  for  awhile,  and 
Western  New  England  College  was  the 
perfect  choice  again,"  Cam  notes.  "I 
was  impressed  \\  ith  Oieg  and  his  train- 
ing. He  knew  the  software  we  used 
and  I  was  confident  he  could  do  the 
job.  We  have  him  drawing  blueprints 
for  us  and  doing  other  projects.  We  "re 
hopeful  we  will  be  able  to  use  more 
interns  in  the  future." 

The  connection  to  the  College  doesn't 
end  at  the  workplace  however.  Cam's 


son,  Jason,  is  a  freshman  management 
major.  "It's  a  little  weird," Jason  says  of 
his  father  being  in  school  at  the  same 
time  as  he  is,  "But  he  takes  one  class  a 
semester  at  night,  so  I  don't  see  him  on 
campus.  He  encourageci  me  to  look 
into  Western  New  England  College, 
but  didn't  influence  my  decision.  I  like 
the  campus  and  the  College  has  a  very 
good  reputation,  so  I  decided  to  come 
here,  too. " 

And  yes,  Jason  does  play  chess,  but 
he's  not  as  involved  in  the  tournament 


world  as  his  father.  His  game  is  tennis. 
He  played  three  years  for  the  varsity 
team  at  East  Longmeadow  High 
School  and  will  try  out  for  the  College 
team  in  the  spring. 

It  IS  theoretically  possible  that  both 
Catarinos  could  receive  their  degrees  at 
the  same  time.  Again,  Cam  smiles  as  he 
uses  a  chess  term  to  describe  that 
prospect.  "That  would  be  an  interest- 
ing endgame,  wouldn't  it?"  he  asks.

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Brothers'  Satisfaction  Proves  an  Effective 
Recruitment  Tool  for  Off-Campus  Programs 


Chuck  and  Chris  Chronopou- 
los  are  responsible  for  inciting 
a  stampede  of  sorts  within  the 
Tyngsboro  Police  Depart- 
ment— a  stampede  to  West- 
ern New  England  College. 

The  brothers  both  received  bachelor's 
degrees  in  law  enforcement  from  West- 
ern New  England  College  last  year,  after 
attending  classes  at  off-campus  locations 
near  their  homes  in  northeastern  Massa- 
chusetts. And  since  they  extolled  the  pro- 
gram's strengths  to  their  colleagues  in  the 
region's  poHce  departments,  scores  of 
other  officers  have  enrolled. 

"It  has  spread  like  wildfire,"  said  Chris, 
35,  a  sergeant  detective  on  the  small 
town's  force.  "There  are  probably  25  peo- 
ple from  our  department  who  are  going 
to  Western  New  England  College  now 
and  a  couple  hundred  fi^om  the  area." 

"We  opened  the  floodgates,"  said 
Chuck,  39,  also  a  sergeant  detective. 

What  did  they  say  to  get  so  many  to 
follow  in  their  footsteps? 

"I  heard  that  it  was  convenient  to  take 
classes  offered  by  Western  New  England 
College  at  Hanscom  Air  Force  Base  and 
in  Lowell,  which  are  near  here,  but  that 
isn't  the  only  reason  I  chose  this  institu- 
tion," said  Chuck,  who  started  at  Western 
New  England  College  in  1996.  "The 
program  is  designed  for  law  enforcement 
personnel.  The  professors  are  superior — 
very  accommodating  and  I  enjoyed 
interacting  with  my  brother  and  sister 
officers  from  different  communities,  both 
students  and  teachers.  Some  of  them  had 
been  on  the  job  for  20  years,  and  some- 
times hearing  about  their  experiences  was 
more  valuable  than  anything." 

"When  I  looked  at  Western  New  Eng- 
land College,  it  won  me  over,"  adds  Chris. 
"The  curriculum  was  adapted  to  what 
my  needs  were  as  a  police  officer." 

Both  Chris  and  Chuck  had  earned 
associate's  degrees,  but  both  had  long- 
standing goals  of  receiving  their  bachelors'.

"I  always  wanted  to  complete  my  edu- 
cation," Chris  said. 

"It's  a  deep  down  good  feeUng  getting 
your  degree,"  added  Chuck. 

In  fact,  it  has  been  so  positive  that  both 
brothers  are  continuing  in  Western  New 
England  College's  master's  program. 
Chris  has  just  four  courses  left  to  earn  his 
master's,  and  Chuck  is  looking  forward  to 
starting  the  program  this  spring.

adding  that  humilin,-  and  humor  are 
helpful  assets,  and  passion  is  essential.

■'Personally,  I  would  like  to  attain 
excellence  in  my  golf  game,"  said  Bur- 
ton, who  participates  in  the  Alumni 
Golf  Tournament  each  year.  ■'However, 
I  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that, 
based  on  my  limited  athletic  ability;  I 
can  never  attain  that  goal." 

He  went  on  to  say,  however,  that 
there  are  three  basic  areas  of  life  in 
which  excellence  is  not  limited  by  phys- 
ical constraints;  professional  life,  civic 
life,  and  family  life.

Hectic  Life  Doesn't  Stop  Marilyn  Gorman  '88 
From  Volunteering  at  the  College 


Some  students  might  say 
they  "grew  up"  at  Western 
New  England  College. 
But  when  Marilyn  Gor- 
man says  it,  she  means  it. 
Gorman,  who  is  secre- 
tary ot"  the  AJumni  Associ- 
ation, IS  a  1988  marketing 
and  communications  graduate  of  West- 
ern New  England  College.  But  the 
Monson  resident's  association  with  the 
College  goes  back  well  before  her  first 
days  as  a  freshman. 

"My  dad,  Philip  Gorman,  was  a  part- 
time  student  here  for  12  years,  starting 
in  1968.  and  sometimes  we  would  come 
to  campus  with  him,"  she  said  of  herself 
and  her  brothers,  Paul  and  Kevin.  The 
young  Gormans  went  everv^vhere  their 
father  did,  she  said,  even  to  Homecoming. 

"So  we  were  introduced  to  Western 
New  England  College  as  children,  and  I 
remember  watching  all  the  new  build- 
ings being  built."  she  said. 

When  It  was  time  for  her  to  attend 
college,  the  choice  was  clear.  She 
enrolled  at  Western  New  England  Col- 
lege, where  her  next  four  years  were 
full  ones. 

"As  a  freshman.  I  had  a  professor  in 
an  English  comp  class  who  encouraged 
me  to  write  for  the  school  newspaper," 
she  said.  "It  was  the  first  step  in  my  get- 
ting involved  on  campus." 

She  served  as  editor  of  that  newspa- 
per, Tlie  Westerner,  for  two  years.  She 
also  was  a  radio  announcer  on  WNEK- 
FM.  contributed  to  the  yearbook,  and 
served  as  vice  president  of  the  Com- 
muter Action  Committee.  As  an  elect- 
ed student  representative  to  the  Presi- 
dent's Comnuttee,  she  was  proud  to 
have  a  voice  in  determining  the  future 
of  the  College. 

The  year  after  she  graduated,  from 
1988  to  1989,  she  was  alumni  represen-

tative  to  the  Board  of  Trustees.  "That 
was  a  great  experience,"  she  said. 

Meanwhile.  Gorman  began  building 
her  career  with  a  position  at  Metropol- 
itan Lite  Insurance  Co.  in  Warwick, 
R.I.,  and  went  to  school  evenings  to 
earn  an  M.B.A.  from  Brv'ant  College. 

"Being  active  at  Western  New  Eng- 
land College  really  prepared  me  for  a 
career,"  she  said.  "At  Met  Life,  I  worked 
with  people  from  I\^'  League  schools, 
and  my  breadth  of  experience  gave  me 
a  competitive  edge." 

She  said  she  especially  appreciated 
the  "hands-on  experience  that  you  can- 
not get  from  textbooks." 

"One  time  I  had  four  part-time  jobs 
and  was  going  to  school.  I  looked  at  it 
as  a  way  to  be  constantly  growing  and 
learning."  For  example,  a  job  at  a  retail 
store  helped  her  learn  to  deal  with  dif- 
ficult customers — and  gave  her  material 
to  write  a  paper. 

At  Met  Life,  she  started  as  a  public 


afTairs  associate  covering  the  Northeast. 
She  coordinated  events,  produced  a 
monthly  magazine,  dealt  with  the  press, 
and  was  a  spokesperson  for  the  compa- 
ny. Later  she  moved  to  corporate  mar- 
keting, became  a  marketing  analyst,  then 
a  marketing  speciaUst  and  a  project 
manager.  At  one  point  she  was  respon- 
sible tor  five  sales-distribution  systems  in 
48  states. 

Gorman  stayed  at  Met  Life  for  10 
years,  until  1998.  "Then  1  wanted  to 
expand  my  horizons,"  she  said.  After 
interviewing  in  different  fields,  she  went 
into  banking,  and  is  now  assistant  vice 
president  of  corporate  marketing  for 
Citizens  Bank  m  Providence,  R.I. 

Her  job  is  challenging,  she  said,  and 
involves  everything  from  mergers  and 
acquisitions  to  special  projects.  She  has 
written  a  book  called  Basics  of  Banking, 
which  is  designed  tor  customers. 

"In  everything  I  do,  I  think  about 
how  it  will  affect  customers,"  she 
explained,  adding  that  when  the  bank 
asks  tor  her  opinion,  that  is  the  view- 
point it  seeks. 

Her  job — and  her  hour-plus  one- 
way commute — keep  her  busy,  but  not 
too  busy  to  help  her  alma  mater.  In 
the  past  she  has  participated  in  career 
nights,  the  fund-raising  telethon,  and 
the  Alumni-in-Admissions  Program. 
She  previously  was  class  correspondent, 
and  when  she  was  asked  to  step  in  and 
serve  as  secretary,  she  said  "yes"  despite 
her  hectic  schedule. 

Perhaps  it  is  not  really  so  surprising 
that  Western  New  England  College  is 
still  a  part  of  Marilyn  Gorman's  life.

It's  fair  to  say  that  Philip  Gorman  led 
his  family  to  Western  New  England 
College.

"He  had  a  long-held  dream  to  go  to 
college,  and  he  just  went  in  to  Western 
New  England  College  and  signed  up 
for  a  class  one  day."
